“ Only today, for the first time in 
this century, do we live in a time 
when, thanks to past sacrifices, a

He urged that peace not be taken 
for granted and said that when this 
happens 
“ its 
survival 
is 
in 
jeopardy.” 
“ Lasting peace can be achieved 
only through lasting awareness, 
lasting preparedness, and lasting 
strength, both physical and moral.” 
He said that there are some 
people in America “ who would like 
to turn inward and away from the 
world’s problems,” who believe 
America has enough problems of its 
own without intervening in others’. 
But he said that America must 
continue to be a part of a larger 
world. 


“ We may seek to ignore the 
world,” he said, “ but the world will 
not ignore us.” 
Apparently referring to India’s

Council to review sewage law

As the seconds tick away before a 
critical July 1 deadline, the Lompoc 
City Council tomorrow night will 
take another look at the sewage 
mineral control ordinance it passed 
initially on May 7. 
The public session will be at 7 
p.m. at City Hall, 119 West Walnut. 
Ave. 
The state has ordered that a law 
be on the books by this date limiting 
the minerals dumped into the city 
sewage system. 
At steak for Lompoc in its race to 
comply with the order is the prompt 
processing of an 87 5 per cent grant 
toward its new $12 regional sewage 
system, also made necessary by 
tougher pollution laws. 
A late finish could also delay the 
grant for the local system while 
costs swell with inflation. 
It takes a minimum of 36 days for 
a city ordinance to become law after 
initial passage. 
In granting Lompoc a sewage 
discharge 
permit, 
the 
state 
Regional 
Wastewater 
Quality 
Control Board laid down a list of 
controls on city sewage on April 23. 
But 
at 
last 
week’s 
council 
meeting, Robert Kranig, manager 
of the local Red Star Industrial 


Laundry, asked the city governors 
to 
delay 
final 
passage 
of 
an 
ordinance enacting them. They did. 
City ordinances must be passed 
twice before they become law. 
Kranig said he'd only, learned a 
week before that the ordinance 
regulated the discharge of other 
chemicals 
besides 
salt. 
The 
regulations, he added, could make 
the difference between whether Red 
Star 
remains 
in 
Lompoc 
or 
relocates elsewhere. 
Kenneth Wicks, administrator of 
Lompoc District Hospital, said that 
he too had only been aware of the 
extent of the regulations for a week. 
The hospital, he suggested, could 
also be in for trouble. 
Red 
Star, 
the 
Hospital 
and 
Lompoc’s two water conditioning 
concerns would have to reduce their 
monthly salt discharge to under 
1,000 pounds under the present 
ordinance and would also have to 
trim other mineral wastes. 
An alternative to^clamping some 
of 
the 
restrictions 
on 
these 
industries would be to phase out the 
use of home water softeners. This 
possibility 
was 
a 
topic 
of 
controversy in the Valley before the 
ordinance focusing on the four city 
industries was drawn up. 
Either way, the state has firmly 


ordered Lompoc to stop polluting its 
own 
water 
basin 
with present 
quantities of a variety of chemicals. 
Studies indicate that the mineral 
content of Valley water is rising in 
some test areas at a so far uncertain 
cost to agriculture. 
A state-imposed moratorium on 
building permits here as well as 
fines on the city of up to thousands 
per day could be the fruits of 
Lompoc’s 
ignoring 
California 
pollution regulations. 
In the tension spot between the 
state board, the City Council, the 
four industries and home water 
softener owners, is Gene Wahlers, 
Lompoc city administrative officer. 
Wahlers, who authored the sewage 
ordinance, has called the timing for 
compliance with the July 1 deadline 
“ critical.” 
At 
tomorrow 
night’s session, 
Kranig 
is 
expected 
to 
be 
accompanied by a consultant who 
will detail the impact of the initially 
passed ordinance on the local firm. 
The council could then either act 
on the second reading of the present 
measure or send it with Wahlers 
back to the drawing board. But, in 
order to cross under the state 
pollution wire, a final mineral 
control ordinance must be initially 
passed by mid June.

Most of the visitors to the cemetery were interneses at 
the camp or their offspring. 
There were some 22,000 people of Japanese ancestry sent 
to relocation centers by order of President Franklin 
Roosevelt following the outbreak of war between the 
United States and Japan.

Yoshiahide Matsubayashi of the Sacramento 
Buddhist church conducted a Buddhist ceremony in 
Japanese and Sanskrit and the Rev. Thomas Grubbs of 
Stuge Presbyterian in San Mateo, Calif., conducted a 
Christian service. 
Following the memorial services, the caravan Sunday 
traveled across the Oregon border to the tiny town of 
Newell, a thriving community that has grown in the 
shadows of the former guard towers of the relocation 
center. 
“ We should not dwell on the injustices,” said Harry 
Hutasaka of the Japanese-American Citizens League. "But 
we should see that it doesn’t happen again."

“ pennies” being given out 
by stores hard hit by the 
penny shortage are probably 
iegal, but are definitely not 
the same as real money. 
While the one-cent scrip 
may be within the law there 
are 
strict 
limits, 
the 
lawyers said 
Under the restrictions, 
paper pennies would be good 
oniy if they are used to 
purchase merchandise at 
the same store where they 
were issued. They could not 
be exchanged for cash.

Then 
if East shifts to a spade the 
whole spade suit will set up. 
South will still be able to 
bring the contract home by 
playing East for three clubs 
to the queen, but a normal 
club play will leave him high 
and dry with not more than 
seven tricks.”

1. Mr. Nixon was 
in very bad shape 
during the weekend 
For 
a 
while 
it 
appeared as though 
what one might call 
the Eagleton Effect 
was about to over­ 
take him. One does 
not. as a Republican 
President, 
easily 
withstand, 
in 
a 
single 
week, 
calls 
for 
resignation 
from 
citadels 
of 
journalistic Republicanism in the 
Midwest, in the far west and in 
Florida; and suffer the rebuke of the 
leader of the Republican forces in 
the House of Representatives and in 
the Senate. The intense speculation 
on Friday that Mr. Nixon was about 
to resign prompted him to take 
measures very nearly desperate in 
character: he dispatched his own 
daughter to look the press in the 
face and say to them that they could 
take it from her, that her father did 
not intend to resign 
It is left to speculate what Mr. 
Nixon did privately. It is plausible to 
assume that he passed along the 
word to his remaining supporters in 
the conservative ranks of the House 
of Representatives that inasmuch as 
he would not resign, calls upon him 
to do so would be unavailing; and 
that he was prepared, now, to fight 
his battle not so much against 
impeachment by the House, but 
against conviction by the Senate. 
What 
he 
said 
in effect, 
one 
surmises, is that he would not hold 
up to scorn and obloquy those 
Republican representatives in the 
House (how many? 50 per cent? 60 
per cent?) 
who 
will 
vote 
for 
impeachment. 
This is 
a 
very 
important political development, 
permitting 
Republicans 
under 
pressure to go home during the 
election season and say to their 
const i t uent s: 
I 
voted 
for 
impeachment, now let’s see what 
the Senate says. If they voted for 
impeachment 
and 
were 
then 
persecuted by Nixonian rhetoric as 
traitors, they would probably lose 
their seats. If they failed to vote 
impeachment, they would probably 
also lose. Now, one supposes, they 
have a fighting chance.

2. The prediction now is that 
impeachment will be voted, so that 
attention fastens on the next stage in 
the dramatic development 
Here there are problems. On the 
assumption that several articles of 
impeachment will be voted, and that 
the 
rules 
that 
governed 
the 
disposition of the case against 
Andrew 
Johnson 
obtained, 
the 
Senate would be up against it. 
Because there isn't enough time, 
between the vote for impeachment 
and the lapse of the Senate s legal 
life on January 20,1975, to follow the 
old procedure This called for the 
Hous e 
“ m a n a g e r s ” 
( t h e 
prosecutors) to state their case on 
all issues, then for the President’s 
defenders to state their case, after 
which a vote is taken issue by issue. 
This 
is 
not 
chronologically 
feasible. There isn’t the time. The 
Senate will have to change the rules 
to permit the transaction of an 
entire article of impeachment, one 
at a time. 
3. What does this suggest? There 
is less and less talk these days of 
bringing up against Mr. Nixon some 
of the grand constitutional issues 
that were the favorites of the 
American Civil Liberties Union as 
recently as a few months ago.

Congressionally voted funds. 
At the other end of the spectrum 
are those charges against Mr. Nixon 
which one might describe as the 
chicken-thief charges: that he knew 
about Watergate, that he covered up 
on Waterage, that he suborned 
perjury, that he cheated on his 
taxes, that he did illegal favors for 
the ITT, that he took a bribe from 
the 
milk 
people. Articles 
of 
impeachment based on this kind of 
activity, inasmuch as they do not 
place grave constitutional issues 
into contention, could perhaps be 
transacted more quickly. 
4. In 
between 
the issue 
of 
executive authority to deploy the 
military and to impound funds, and 
the issue of 
formal 
executive 
misbehavior of a criminal kind, is 
the vexed 
issue 
of executive 
previlege. The guessing is that Mr. 
Nixon’s lawyers will all but force 
the House to list this one as one of 
their points.

The sales tax standoff 


A Mexican standoff is brewing 
between the government of Santa 
Barbara county and those of its 
cities. It's all over sales taxes and 
how 
much 
of 
the 
ones 
city 
merchants pay should wind up in 
county vaults City officials say less 
or none. 
County officers think 
different 
Every 
merchant 
in the county pays a 
6 per cent uniform 
retail 
sales 
tax 
whether located in 
an incorporated city 
or not. The 6 per 
cent is divided this 
way: 4 75 per cent 
goes to the state and 
.25 per cent into a 
transportation fund 
In 
th e 
u n i n ­ 
corporated 
areas, 
the remaining 1 per 
cent goes straight to 
the county. 
But in the cities, state law (the 
Bradley-Burns Uniform Sales and 
Use Tax Law) allows county and 
city leaderships to haggle over the 
local 
1 
per cent paid by city 
merchants. The county winds up 
getting some of this money as well; 
it’s this way across the state. Cities 
have 
fought 
this 
and 
such 
a 
campaign is under way here. 
It all happened this way : 
Before Bradley-Bruns was passed 
in 1955, cities collected their own 
sales tax and it cost them up to 15 
per cent of the proceeds to do it. 
Some didn’t even have sales taxes

because of this high overhead 
The law handed the tax collection 
chore to the more efficient State 
Board of Equlization, which charges 
for the service but much less than 
the cities were paying. The slimmed 
overhead promised a bonanza for 
cities that had sales taxes and 
offered to allow others to begin 
them at low cost 
But the intent of the law was to 
create uniform sales tax rates 
within counties (though 
county 
rates 
could 
differ) 
to 
prevent 
business gains or disadvantages 
across city lines because of unequal 
city and county rates 
So, the law put a new taxation 
authority 
in the hands of the 
counties. They could now take over 
the cities’ taxation function if they 
charged the same uniform rate in 
cities too. The law added that an 
agreed upon slice of the local 1 per 
cent city merchants paid was to be 
credited against the county levy and 
go into city treasuries How much 
this slice was to be was left up to the 
cities and counties. Naturally, the 
counties wanted some of the city 
action 
Not surprisingly, one city official 
comments, cities stumbled all over 
themselves to opt for the uniform 
tax plan It meant money. But first 
they had to agree, by ordinance, 
with their county governments on 
who would get what. Since cities 
were paying high anyway for their 
own collections, they insisted on 
lesser rake-off for the counties still 
showed them a profit They gave in. 


State treasurer 


The host 
election as 
of candidates seeking 
State Treasurer and 
Secretary of State serve to turn the 
spotlight on two state offices which 
have long been sheltered in relative 
obscurity. 
For most of this decade both 
offices were politically so sedentary 
that the incumbents often had little 
or no opposition. The office of 
Secretary of State was held by the 
Frank Jordans, father and son, from 
1910 to 1970 when the younger 
Jordan died in office as had his 
father. Charles G. “Gus” Johnson 
served as Treasurer from 1922 to 
1956. 
Death’s interruption of the Jordan 
tenure prompted 
12 candidates, 
including Jordan’s widow, to file for 
the vacancy. Edmund G. Brown, 
Jr., campaigning in his first state­ 
wide effort, ran away with the 
election. 
He 
was 
one of 
two 
Democrats to win state-wide in an 
otherwise 
Republican dominated 
election year. 
Not being overly burdened with 
official duties, Junior Brown turned 
the 
Secretary’s 
office 
into 
a 
springboard for his campaign for 
governor now in progress. 
As successful as he has been in 
using the office as a launching pad 
for higher office, Junior Brown also, 
unintentionally, 
succeeded 
in 
another way. He called attention to 
the fact that the office is largely 
ministerial. Thoughtful observers 
started wondering why the office 
exists, 
contending 
its 
functions 
could be just as well carried out by 
other agencies. They point out the 
office of Surveyor General, also 
established in the first Constitution, 
was abolished and its functions 
transferred to the State Lands 
Commission. 
And, although the occupants of the 
Treasurer’s office have not been 
flamboyant, the same thoughts have 
been expressed concerning it. Other 
than A. Ronald Button, who was 
appointed in 1956, the office has 
been held by two compartively 
unknowns. Burt Betts served from 


1958 to 1966 and Ivy Baker Priest 
succeeded and will retire this year 
Neither had ever held elective office 
before winning the state job. Both 
rode into office on the coattails of 
landslide party victories. 
Since neither Junior Brown nor 
Priest are seeking re-election, the 
gates have opened for a flock of 
nobodys to grab at these well paid 
jobs. Aside from two Democratic 
members of the Assembly, March 
Fong and Walter Karabian, the only 
other 
identifiable candidate for 
Secretary is Republican Brain Van 
Camp. He is a young attorney who 
served 
briefly 
as 
Corporations 
Commissioner. The other eleven 
candidates had not previously been 
heard of politically and most likely 
won’t be again. 
As for the Treasurer’s job, the 
most prominent candidates are two 
Democrats. Veteran State Senator 
Alan Ahort is vieing with former 
Speaker 
Jesse 
Unruh, 
making 
another bid on the comeback trail. 
Unruh was turned back when he 
attempted to unseat Ronald Reagan 
in 1970 and suffered an even worse 
defeat when he subsequently ran for 
Mayor of Los Angeles. 
Of the seven others seeking the 
job the best known is Republican 
John T. 
Kehoe who served as 
Consumer Affairs Director. 
Probably the most qualified is 
Charles C. Haskins, a career official 
of the Treasurer’s office. Appointed 
in 1954, he has become a top 
investment officer in the office 
which 
l ast 
y e a r 
handl ed 
transactions totaling $88 billion. A 
Democrat, he has been endorsed by 
Republican Bruce Roberts, former 
deputy state treasurer. 
Undoubtedly the functions of the 
Treasurer’s office are such that 
maintaining it as an elective office 
can be more readily justified than 
that of Secretary of State. But, 
regardless of the outcome of this 
year’s elections it can be expected 
that the debate over continuing the 
offices in their present form will be 
renewed 


So it was in Santa Barbara 
County The five incorporated cities 
balked at first at a county move to 
draw 5 per cent of the 1 per cent the 
city merchants paid ( 05 per cent of 
the 6 per cent total > but then agreed 
to let the county have 2 per cent of 
it. They keep 98 per cent (of the 1 
per cent) as a major income source 
This 2 per cent of the local 1 per 
cent is what the hassle's all about If 
it seems piddling, it amounted to 
over $10,000 from Lompoc last year 
and over $100,000 from the five cities 
combined 
Behind cities dissatisfaction with 
the county cut is a feeling that there 
is no just basis for it. County 
residents do shop at city stores and 
add to their retail revenue, but city 
residents shop in county area stores 
too And the county already charges 
a blanket property tax on land in and 
out of its cities as a major income 
source. 
The view in some city quarters is 
that the real answer to the question 
of why the county skims this money 
from the uniform tax plan is the 
same the notorious Dillinger gave 
when asked why he robbed banks: 
That’s where the money is. 
County spokesmen refer to their 2 
per cent as a “contribution” from 
the 
cities. 
But 
with 
inflation 
shredding municipal budgets and 
some doubts blooming as to the 
extent of county 
services city 
dwellers 
really 
receive, 
the 
corridors of some city halls have 
begun to echo with harsher epithets: 
“ rip-off,” “ legalistic legerdemain,” 
“ blackmail.” 
The city of Santa Barbara has 
mounted a drive to unite the 
county’s cities in a push to keep all 
of the local 1 per cent of city sales 
taxes. The Lompoc City Council is 
considering the invitation County 
Administrator Raymond Johnson 
recently issued a report to the Board 
of Supervisors on the city of Santa 
B a r b a r a ’s 
r e q u e s t 
for 
a 
r e n e g o t i a t i o n . 
His 
recommendation: 
No. 
Enter the Mexican standoff, with 
the cities threatening to wield a kind 
of 
legal 
doomsday 
weapon. 
According to an opinion of an 
attorney of a large California city, 
the law reads this way: 
If any city were to amend its sales 
tax ordinance to increase its 98 per 
cent share of the locally collected 1 
per cent, the whole card house of the 
uniform tax system in that county 
would likely fold. The county’s 
contract with the State Board of 
Equalization would grind to a halt. 
All 5 cities would lose their sales 
taxes. But the county would also be 
prevented from enacting a sales tax 
under the law. Why? It wouldn’t be 
uniform. The total tax in the city 
that had thrown down the gauntlet 
would exceed 6 per cent. 
It would cost the cities dearly. But 
it would cost the county dearly too. 
Like most doomsday weapons, it 
will probably never be touched off. 
But, like the Minutemen ICBMs at 
Vandenberg, its deterrent value 
could be a sobering bargaining 
point. Already the spectre of a break 
down 
in 
the 
uniform 
system, 
brought on by a single city, seems to 
have won for the city of Merced a 
concession on the city tax rake-off 
from Merced County. 
And 
this 
is 
the 
type 
of 
brinksmanship the cities of Santa 
Barbara county may unlimber.
